Dec. 11.—According to 
the most accurate estimate of the es¬ 
tate of Mrs. Chadwick that Is possible, 
before the receiver ha® investigated her 
ossete and reported hie findings to the 
court, her creditors as a whole will re¬ 
ceive about one and one-half mills on 
the dollar. What lends additional In¬ 
terest to this showing, from the cred¬ 
itors* standpoint, is that one man. Irl 
Reynolds, will receive the whole of the 
assets visible at the present time. There 
may be funds in reserve somewhere, as 
there may be additional creditor® who 
have not yet announced that Mrs. 
Chadwick la indebted to them, but it is 
not expected by hanker® and attorneys 
of this city, who have the greatest 
knowledge of her affair® that any more 
large loans will be developed. 

The extent of her operations is now 
believed to be approximately as fol¬ 
low's:

One Good Note of $1,800. 

Against this stand® security of known 
value on one note amounting to $1,800. 
which la held, by Iri Reynolds 

The amount of money received by 
Mr*. Chadwick in Pittsburg may run 
a® high as $800,000. but it l* believed 
that a portion of this rum la a bonus 
promised by her for an original loan of 
at least $600,000. Her creditor there fig¬ 
ure® that she 1® indebted to him for 
the larger amount, while she has ad¬ 
mitted that she owe® $500,000. If her 
d.eht in this direction is ISOO.OOO the 
probability In sight of the creditor® 1® 
about one and one-fifth mills on the 
dollar. It is not believed by any of the 
attorney® in the care that the Carnegie 
securities will be of any account what¬ 
ever. If they do at any time reveal 
value other than that of so many cent® 
per pound of white paper, the delight 
of the lawyer® will be comparable only 
to their amazement, and just now* they 
are anticipating neither pleasure nor 
astonishment.

Grand Jury To Act. 

The case of Mrs. Chadwick wJU to¬ 
morrow morning be brought before the 
grand jury' of Cuyahoga county. The 
Investigation will extend only to the 
alleged forgeries of the Carnegie note®, 
and a report from the jury i® expected 
no later than Tuesday. 

It I® the opinion of some of the lead¬ 
ing attorneys of Cleveland that a 
charge of forgery cannot be made to 
hold in connection with these notes. 
They declare that it Is not an act of 
forgery' for cLe person to write the 
name of another, but that the offense 
lies In the attempt to negotiate such a 
signature for a specific value. This 
they «ay. there Is so far no evidence 
that Mr®. Chadwick has done. She has 
not sold or attempted to se)l the note® 
for cash. Bhe has not said that she 
would be glad t q obtain money in ex¬ 
change for them. 

She has obtained money from va¬ 
rious source® on the statement of Iri 
Reynolds that she. to the best of hi® 
knowledge and belief, held securities of 
a certain value, and whether he prove® 
correct or otherwise In his estimate of 
the value of the notes there can be no 
doubt that Mr. Reynold® believed what 
he said. There has been, according to 
the attorney®, no evidence so far elic¬ 
ited showing that Mrs. Chadwick ob¬ 
tained money on these notes In any oth¬ 
er manner than through the attesta¬ 
tion of Irl Reynolds that he had seen 
the note® hnd considered them good. 

If any man lonhed money to Mrs. 
Chadwick according to the strength of 
his belief hVth* ability of Mr. Reynolds 
to judge accurately of the value of se¬ 
curities, then the affair, according to 
the attorney® who hold this view or 
th*» case. I® one that rest® only between 
that mail and hi® own hard hick. Oth¬ 
er charge® may be brought home to 
her. they declare, but In their opinion 
ft will be somewhat difficult to punish 
her for forgery in connection with the 
Carnegie notes, rales® It can be shown 


that she endeavored to negotiate them. I 
This a^p^rently ifl the opinion of the 
Lorain county grand jury, which failed | 

to return an indictment against her.

SUNKEN HULKS ARE PELTED 


With Shells To Make Sure the De¬ 
struction of the Czar's Vessels. 


AN ATTACK BY DESTCROYERS. 


Few Words From Dr. Eaton. 


Dr. Charles A. Eaton, pastor of the 
Euelid-avenue Baptist church, whose 
name has been mentioned in the Chad 
wick case, and through whose good of 
flee® the woman managed to receive a 
hearing from Herbert D. Newton, of 
Boston, occupied his pulpit a® usual to¬ 
day. Dr. Eaton made no reference, al¬ 
though It had been rumored that he 
might do so, to the Chadwick affair. He 
feels keenly the publicity given hi® con 
nectlon with the mutter, and heretofore 
ha® refused to make any comment. 

To a representative nf the Associated 
Pres®. Dr. Eaton said to-night he could 
best explain his connection with the 
matter by quoting from an interview 
with Banker Newton, from whom Mr®. 
Chadwick secured a large sum. In that 
statement Banker Newton told how he 
became financially involved, referring 
to the Eaton® a® follows: 

“I believe that both Eatons acted In 
perfect good faith in the Introduction, 
and that their confidences were abused, 
a8 were the confidences of many other 
persons." 

The Introduction of Mrs. Chadwick 
to Mr. Newton referred to resulted from 
s letter’from Dr. Eaton to hi® brother. 
John E. Eaton, who presented the 
woman to the Massachusetts banker. 


NO ACTIVE EFFORTS 

TO SECURE BONDSMAN 


Mrs. Chadwick's Lawyer Bays She 
Will Remain a Prisoner at the 
Tombs. 


New York. Dec. 11.—From present in¬ 
dications it is extremely unlikely that 
any attempt will be made to obtain 
bail for Mrs. Casale L. ‘"hadwick. who 
ha® been In the Tomb® since lost Thurs¬ 
day night on a charge of aiding and 
abetting bank officials In the embezzle¬ 
ment of $12,500. She was held under 
$15,000 hall. A person who i» in a posi¬ 
tion to know the various move® in the 
Chadwnck case. In an interview with a 
representative of the Associated Pre.«s, 
said to-day: 

“Despite all reports to the contrary, 
no active efforts have been made to ob¬ 
tain bail for Mrs. Chadwick In this city. 
There are plenty of people here who 
would sign her bond if asked, but the 
fact is It is not deemed* advisable for 
Mr®. Chadwick to leave the city prison 
at present. If she were released on 
ball, the Government could, demand 
twenty-four hour® in which to examine 
her surety. Meanwhile the Government 
attorney’s could telegraph the Cleveland 
authorities, and 'before the twenty-four 
hours hail expired could have addition¬ 
al charges sent here, so that it would 
he necessary to procure new* ball. 

This procedure could be carried out 
a® long as the Government officials 
thought they had charges. Again there 
might, come a conflict In authority. A 
county grand Jury might find an in¬ 
dictment ngainst Mr®. Chadwick, and 
then the matter of extradition would 
come up In a different light from any 
yet suggested. 

• • • 

Will Remain In Prison. 

“I am of the opinion that Mrs. Chad¬ 
wick will remain quietly In the Tomb® 
for the present. The examination Is set 
for next Saturday before United States 
Commissioner Shields. If further con¬ 
tinuance should not he ask^d by coun¬ 
sel on either aide, the commissioner 
would listen to the evidence with a 
view to determining Whether or not 
Mr®, t’hodwlek should be held for the 
Federal grand Jury. 

“It la no* believed that a decision will 
be reached that day. Indeed, it is pos¬ 
sible that It will be some Lime before 
the matter Is definitely decided. In case 
Mr®, < "had wick Is held for the Federal 
grand Jury. It Is not at all unlikely that 
one of the greatest legal battles fought 
In New York will follow.” 

For several days it has been rumored 
that Dr. Iy*roy S. Chadwick was either 
in Paris, Berlin or Brussels, but an in¬ 
vestigation by the Associated Press 
representative In those places failed to 
reveal his presence, although many 
letters are awaiting the physician at 
the Hntoi Metropole. Brussels, where 
he Is a regular patron.

Mr. Carpenter Talks. 


Tokio, Dec. 11.—4 p. m.—The Japanese 
continue to batter the Port Arthur 
fleet, attid there is little ground for ex¬ 
pecting that tit will ever again engage 
the Japanese. The battleship Sevasto¬ 
pol continues at anchor outside, but 
poeribly returns to the harbor at night 
and. anchor® Inside the outer boom, 
which protects her from torpedo boats. 
The recent heavy weather ha® given 
added' protect Ion to the vessel. 

Naval experts are discarding the 
theory that the Russian® themselves 
sank any of the ships. The fact that 
the vessels first showed lists while In 
exposed positions and the efforts made 
to save the Sevastopol are regarded 
as conclusive evidence against the 
theory of their being sunk by the Rus¬ 
sians. A majority of the sunker war- 
skips 1 lie headed northward. They re¬ 
ceived the bulk of the fire across their 
port ®ldee. and' the fact that at least 
two of them showed lifts to starboard 
gives rise to the theory that Japanese 
shells exploded Inside the tfhips and 
against the Ftnrboard armor, driving 
the armor outward and cauedng leak®. 
To make sure of the destruction of 
the Russian warship® the Japanese 
continue to dump shells into the sunk¬ 
en hulks. 

The whereabouts of the torpedo boat 
d'etftroyers continues doubtful, but It l® 
thought they axe sheltered oursiJe the 
harbor. The weather prevends a good 
observation being made, but the Jap¬ 
anese are sending a searching fire Into 
nooks which are not observable from 
203-Meter Hill and’ other height®. The 
observers represent a number of tugs, 
launches, dredgers and small ciaft an¬ 
chored near the hospital ships in the 
wesL tuu-Uy. when? t hft*. mrirtMrt 1 sv h a v e 
gone for the purpose of obtaining pro 7 
tec lion. It is suggested that ihe be¬ 
siegers notify Lieut. Gerr. Btoeosel to 
separate these vessel® from the hospi¬ 
tal ships or take the consequences. The 
Japanese are exercising «wre to avoid 
hitting the hospital ship®, which fre¬ 
quently are in the direct tine of fire. 

ATTACK BY DESTROYERS. 

On the Sevastopol Is Reported In 
Unofficial Dispatches. 

London. Doc. 12.— An unofficial report 
from Port Arthur, according to a Tokio 
dispatch in the Dally Mall, says that 
Japanese 'Torpedo boat destroyers at¬ 
tacked the Russian battleship Sevasto¬ 
pol at the mouth of the harbor tiie 
night of December 9. with what result® 
1® not known.

before Port Arthur report*, under date 
of December 9. that there were des¬ 
perate encounters last week. The bel- 
Ugrents. the correspondent adds, mu¬ 
tually recognize *the Red Orosa and col¬ 
lect the dead and wounded during tem¬ 
porary suepensiem® of lighting. 

The Dally Telegraph’s Tien Tain cor¬ 
respondent learns from official Jap¬ 
anese sources that the Japanese cas¬ 
ualties at Port Arthur the latter part 
uf October were 3.000 killed and 10,000 
wounded. The losses In more recent 
attacks, the correspondent adds, were 
much heavier 

The ealme correspondent ha® heard 
that coivUmial fighting Is proceeding 
south of Mukden. 

The correspondent at Shanghai of the 
Dally Telegraph in a dispatch dated 
December 11 says that according to 
Pekin report* the Russians have re¬ 
treated to the south bank of the Hun 
river after seventy-two hour®’ fighting, 
with heavy losses. On the fourth day 
of the fighting, the corresjxmdent say*, 
iho Japanese oe^umed the off era! ve.

Government^ Warning. 

The authorities last night got wind 
of the big an 11 -Government demonstra¬ 
tion planned for to-night by the Social 
Democratic Labor party to demand aii 
immediate end of the war and the con¬ 
vocation of a national assembly, and 
leading every paper tills morning in' 
black-faced type was an explicit warn¬ 
ing to the people at their peril to de¬ 
sist from congregating In the Nevsky 
Prospect near the Kazan Cathedral. At 
the same time extensive preparation® 
were made to quell any disturbance.

The police urged their 
horses fiercely Into the crowd, driving 
those who resisted into the courtyards, 
the Hotel Europe and the Catholic 
church. The Intense excitement lasted 
about ten minutes, after which mount¬ 
ed squads of the gendarmerie patrolled 
the streets and the policemen devoted 
themselves to keeping the crowd mov¬ 
ing.

Police Acted Humanely. 

Con pi dirt ng the oharp tight the riot¬ 
ers had put up tho police acted hu¬ 
manely with the crowd, avoiding bru¬ 
tality and roughness In keeping the 
throng moving and showing re* My 
more consideration than the polio- of 
many American clilew would do under 
similar circumstances. 

In the m-eautlme* those confined in the 
courtyards who were recognized as ag¬ 
itators were arrested, but others were 
allowed to go quietly' home, the wound¬ 
ed first having their injuries dressed.

In the hand of the bureaucratic reac¬ 
tionaries. 

That such demonstrations of the So¬ 
cial Democratic Labor party are not 
confined to the capital is shown by a 
letter received here from a prominent 
Zemstvolst in Southern Russia, in 
■which the writer says: 

"The optimism wiith wihich we left 
fit Petersburg is beginning to vanish. 
Tihe Government U not showing a dis¬ 
position bo meet us half way and crater 
frankly on the path of reform. On 
the contrary’ there seems to be hesita¬ 
tion a a to whether It would not be 
better bo return to the path of re- 
ojctlon. The Government seems unable 
to oamprehend the real state of popular 
feeling, tlhe importance of decisive ac¬ 
tion and the disastrous consequences 
of procrastination. The people of this 
province are in a state of greet ex¬ 
citement. Large meeting's have taken 
place in many towns and very specific 
resolutions have been adopted; but the 
bad feature of the situation is the 
attitude of the workingmen. 

"Incited by the underground press 
of Geneva and Paris, who declare 
‘themselves in complete antagonism to 
the moderate demands of the Zemstvo, 
they proclaim a definite socialist pro¬ 
gram, declaring they want not polRlca.1 
but social freedom. It will, therefore, 
be the policy of the Government, if it 
decides to concede nothing to us, to 
foster such dissensions between the 
xemtvo and the labor party. 

"The Government, confident of its 
ability bo repress revolutionary at¬ 
tacks by force of arms and appre¬ 
hending no real danger from the work¬ 
ingmen can use -thei r ant agon Urn to 
us a & an argument against the expe¬ 
diency of granting the reforms de¬ 
manded by the moderates on the 
ground that they' are not In real sym¬ 
pathy with the wishes of the people."

Socialist Proclamation. 


Following is the text of the procluma. 
tlon of the Social Democrat Labor 
party, calling to-day’s demonrstration:

RARE CEREMONY 


AT ST. PETER S WITNESSED BY 
VAST CONGREGATION. 


CANONIZATION OF SAINTS. 


The Pope’a Appearance Brings Forth 
An Outburst of Applause From 
the Multitude. 


Rome, Dec. 11.—In tho presence of 
00.000 people assembled In St. Peters, 
Pope Plug X. th.!* morning canonized 
Blessed Ale*randre Saull and Blessed 
Gerardo Malella, descendant* of whom. 
Including M&iqulee« Ambrozio, Saull 
and Negrutto. assisted In the canoniza¬ 
tions. a ceremony «*> rare In recent 
times that this 1* only the second that 
has been hold since 1870. 

The papal procession met In the Sla- 
tlne chapel, entering the Baalllca by the 
chupel uf the Holy Sacrament. The 
Pope, in the full pontifical costume, was 
carried in the S*dl*a gestatoria, with It* 
historic fans. His robust figure and 
handsome head shown thu* to besrt ad¬ 
vantage, and when he entered the 
church It was impossible for the au¬ 
thorities to repress entirely un outburst 
of loyalty from the multitude, which 
cried "Long Live Pope Plus." His 
hoHne** was preceded, surrounded and 
followed by guard# of the court und 
high prelates. He looked pale, fatigued 
arid les« robust than a year ago, a* 
though the triple crown were bearing 
heavily upon him. The Pope was thus 
escorted to t*he throne, the cardinals, 
archbishop* and bishops forming a 
square about him. 

The ceremony that followed was in¬ 
teresting In the extreme. Pope Pius 
X pontificated, preserving a calm, rev¬ 
erential air to the end, although, as he 
confessed later, he was greatly fa¬ 
tigued. 

After the ceremony the procession 
was reformed, amid murmurs of love 
and loyalty. All the American prelates 
now in Rome, who assisted at the be¬ 
atification on Thursday of the saints 
canonized to-day, were present, as was 
alrfo the faculty of the American col¬ 
lege at Rome.

to the report that steps might eventual¬ 
ly be taken to compel the return of Dr. 
Chadwick to this country: 

"Any person who says that Dr. Chad¬ 
wick can be brought back to the United 
States against hi# will became he gave 
Herbert D. Newton checks which were 
returned marked 'without funds’ knows 
nothing of the law*. Had the doctor 
bought a coat and given a worthless 
check he could have been held for ob¬ 
taining money under false pretenses, 
but In this case there was no value re¬ 
ceived. He Is said to have given two 
checks aggregating $50,000 ns a part 
payment of his wife's Indebtedness. 
The checks were valueless, but no 
crime w’aa committed, for Dr. Chadwick 
received nothing. Mr. .^ewton received 
nothing. In other words, there was no 
value reoelved, and therefore no crime 
committed. 

• • • 

The Case of Ur. Chadwick. 

"It has been said that Mrs. Chadwick 
settled $2,500,000 of the money she bor¬ 
rowed on her husband three years ago. 
That will be a difficult thing to prove. 
It must first be showm that she bor¬ 
rowed that amount of money, and that 
It w’an borrow’ed fraudulently. It would 
seem reasonable that If the woman 
could borrow such a large sum of 
money she must have had some excel¬ 
lent securities. It must be borne In 
mind that the first alleged Carnegie 
note, which plays the most Important 
role In this tragedy of finance, Is much 
less than four years old, while It was 
over three years ago that tw*q and one- 
half millions of dollurs were said to 
have been settled on Dr. Chadwick. As 
It would have been Impossible In so 
short a time to negotiate such a large 
loan on the strength of that note. It is 
highly probable that If she did give 
her husband that money she had bona 
fide securities. 

"I believe it most unlikely that any 
attempt will ever be made to bring Dr. 
Chadwick back on any such hypothesis. 
Those who know f him beat believe that 
whatever wealth he has, he acquired it 
honestly."

Mrs. Chadwick In Good Health. 
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Mrs. Chadwick passed a quiet day in 
the Tombs. No visitors are allowed to 
see Federal prisoners on Sunday, and 
no exception was male in Mrs. Chad¬ 
wick’s cane, although she received two 
notes from her nurse, to which she re¬ 
plied. She attended divine service in 
the corridors. 

The prison physician found Mrs. 
Chadwick in excellent health to-day 
and said that probably he would not 
need to call on her again.

William Sebolt. a rag peddler, wr.s 
shdt nnd fatally wounded In a drunken 
quarrel at Fulton and Shelby street* at 
8 o’clock last night by John Whallen, 
w'ho Itvew at 921 Franklin Btreet. Sebolt 
was taken to the City Hospital, where 
It wa* found that he had been shot In 
the stomach. 

The quarrel betw’een Sebolt and 
Whallen arose over a discussion of the 
merits of a oase tried In Police Court 
four week* ago, when Sebolt was 
charged with shooting Ed McOloeklln 
and George King, and Whallen claims 
that Sebort attacked him with n knife 
InTorc he shot. The men had been 
drinking during the day and In the aft¬ 
ernoon hegan their quarrel at Shelby 
street and the fiver. Wher. they met 
at Shelby and Fulton streets lust night 
it was renewed. Sebolt shot McGKvek- 
lln and King after they had attacked 
him and had knocked him on the 
ground, nnd Hebolt claim* Whallen s\ld 
that he had attempted to ;is?o*slnnte 
the men. According to several wit¬ 
nesses to the quarr •!. Whallen called 
Sebolt a liar a?!d the letter then at¬ 
tacked him with a knife. Before he 
could reach his man Whallen drew* his 
revolver and rhot once. 

Sebolt v.*as taken to the City Hospital, 
where it was said hi* wound would 
probatdy prove fatal. Whalleo waa ar¬ 
rested by Patrolmen Knttnu and Trom- 
peter. Sebolt has a badi reputation with 
th** police department and has boon ar¬ 
rested on many charges. 


Shreveport. La., Dee. 11.—Delegates 
are arriving here In large number* to 
attend the National Boll Weevil Con 
vention which meet# In the Opera 
house at 3 o’clock to-morrow afternoon. 

The convention ha# been called for 
the purpose of giving full dlscu-slon to 
the boll weevil problem In all of It* 
many phase* and. If possible, to devlbe 
a practical plan looking to the extirpa¬ 
tion of the cotton peat. 

Reports from many districts in Texas 
and Loulslanan Indicate that the rav¬ 
ages of the weevil are spreading lo 
larger area* and ft la the belief of many 
well-known cotton authorities that In 
order to protect the cotton from a «er»- 
ouwly growing menace ^’imediate' rem¬ 
edial action should be taken. 

Of the delegate* who are now on the 
ground, a number favor an additional 
appropriation by Congress to be phwed 
under the direction of the Department 
cf Agriculture for the sole purpose at 
carrying on a campaign of extermina¬ 
tion against tho insect in a manner to 
be prescribed by Secretary Wilson. 
Others will advocate a rigid quarantine, 
advising that the planting of cotton In 
the Infected ar?a should be abandoned 
for a number of successive years. 

An Alabama delegate is quoted as 
taking an unique view' of the situation. 
It Is said he will introduce a preamble 
reciting the cause which led to th-e 
present depreciated price of cotton, as 
compared with the same period last 
year, and the difficulty In inducing 
farmers to reduce their cotton acreage, 
and ho will offer a resolution favoring 
some method to produce abundant pr<rp- 
agalin of the weevil, claiming that If 
one-third of the usuhI annual cotton 
crop la destroyed by this means the 
farmer wmuld be benefited by the re¬ 
sultant h‘gh prices which his product 
would command.

Mrs. Lizzie Norriz Tells Story of 
Hardship and Want To Police. 


A delicate woman, with a ba.by 
rrarce four morvMis old clinging to her 
breawt and weeping from hunger and 
exposure, amdi two boys, age! ten und 
tweive year* respectively, were found 
at 8 o'clock tupt night by Patrolman 
De Maj's h wandering alourt Union sta¬ 
tion at Seventh street and the river. 
Inquiry proved that the woman was 
Mrs. Lizzie Norrd*. and that .she and 
her children had been rent nut of 
Owenobono by the city authorities, and 
that they hud been n change on the 
charity of the c>ty *Juce ihf death o»f 
the woman's huftbandi which occurred 
last May. The womsan’a ettory is aipltii- 
ful one. Her thin, careworn face shows 
plainly that she has suflVrel physically 
find mentally «h»e was scantily clad, 
while hqr children cure dtre^sed In tat¬ 
ters and rag*. All of them are gaunt 
ard* weak, telling a pitiful Kory of 
hanger and deal!tuition. When they 
were led into Owntral poWce station 
last night the chtMren were shivering 
with cold, and snared wild-eyed and 
frightenrd ut their surroundlngr. 

According to Mr*. Norris’ story 
they had been oi> the road between 
Louisville and Owervstoro flnce Thuru- 
day last. S-b* e»y» they were given 
a Ii*ass by the M<\yor of Owensboro 
which «torvk them to Hecwesvllle. At 
that place they were put off tihe twin, 
penniless and 1 friendless. 

"My husband* who wa* a laborer, 
was silck two month*," ahe told MaJ. 
Patrick Ridge, "and long before hi* 
death we had nothing to eat or wear. 
Tho boy* were at work In n factory, 
butt they are loo/young to make much. 
They brought In $2.50 a week, and out 
of that 1 bought some medicine and 
spent the other for what Utile food 
we had. The good* people gave us 
w me thing, but often we were without 
food a l*org time. My buwbnml d'lwJ 
and was burled by the county, and 
after that w‘e tried to get along on 
what the boyw made, bu:t I wa* com¬ 
pelled to sell everything In the hou^e. 
I stayed* at Owensboro until I was 
t-old by the wcharity people that the 
boy* might get betiw wage* In the 
factories In I^oulsvllle, and that I 
might get foinethlng to do here. They 
Insisted and I agreed to oorrve. They 
got us a par* to Hawervllle; that la 
a* far a* the Mayor could send u*. h*» 
said. When we got there we got off 
the train and 1 started out to eee the 
Mayor there and get a p«.^ on up the 
road. We were compelled to stay In 
the die pot all night there, without food, 
except. wh'Ht some traveling man pot 
for us In the night. Next morning w-e 
got another pass to Cloverport. We 
had a hard time there, too. We had 
no money and could not p*t shelter 
except In th? d^pvt. They let u* Ftuy 
In the depot over night, and somebody 
sent u* a hask-et otf food. 

"We then went to Irvington and 
stayed there until to-day. We all got 
hungry' ait Irvington. We had noth¬ 
ing to oat all ln.«t night, fu\d dild not 
get anything until we reacthkd Louis¬ 
ville to-day. Fvyimbody who saw us 
at the dV?pot got us a lunch at the 
stand and some coffee. They told us 
we could not *t<ay at the depot, nnd 
wip were Just walkling about to keep 
warm, when the policeman there found 
u»." 

After listening to the §bary MaJ. 
Ridge arranged for the wanderers at 
Wayfarers' Lodge and sent them out 
there In the On.tnal station patrol 
wagon. Thp cosw will be report to 
the LoulfiVille Charity Organization to¬

He Believes the Big Ditch Must 
Eventually Be Built At Sea 
Level. 


Paris, Dec. 11.—Philippe Bumiu-Varll- 
la, who before being Minister of Pana¬ 
ma to Washington, was the principal 
engineer of the Panama enroll, gives an 
authorized interview relative to the 
building of the canal at sea level. Ac¬ 
cording to M. Bunitu-Varllla. the con¬ 
struction of the cannI at sea leVel is 
not only possible, but It must ultimate¬ 
ly be so const meted as are other con¬ 
nection* between oceans, like the Strait* 
of Bosphorus between the Black sea 
and the Aegean sea. Asked If the Pana¬ 
ma canal ought to bo constructed at 
once at *ea level, M. Burtau-VarlUn re¬ 
plied: 

"Not at all. To be a perfoot eea level 
the canal must bp free from any artifi¬ 
cial work, and there 1* perhaps no engi¬ 
neer who would be willing to accept the 
responsibility of building It immediate¬ 
ly without dam* on the upper Ohagve* 
to regulate the flood* and without sld-* 
lock* at Panama to counteract in the 
canal the currents due to the ten-fool 
tide in the Pacific. In one word, I rhlnk 
It would be a great error to begin with 
the sea-level plan at once. It would 
cost $ 100 , 000,000 more and require twice 
a* much time. The lock plan will be 
amply sufficient until the traffic re-ichc* 
40 , 000.000 tons—that 1* to gay, seven 
time* the probable traffic In the first 
year’s operation*, and will load by ex¬ 
perimental and secure way* to an Ideal 
select Ion of a se a-level pt^sage.’’

Publishers regard an edition of two 
or three hundred thousand copies of a 
book In which extreme accuracy' In 
matters of topography Is requisite as a 
btg undertaking, even when every line 
of the copy has been written precisely 
as It is to stand before it goes to the 
printer, sa.vs a Boston correspondent 
of the Newark News. There is one se¬ 
ries of books, however, that are contin¬ 
ually appearing In large and tver-en- 
inrging editions w'hlch are subject to 
almost innumerable revisions up to the 
last moment before the forms are lock¬ 
ed and the great presses begin to click 
them off. 

These ore the telephone directories, 
not. perhaps. literary productions of 
highest merit, but presenting certainly 
the most marvelous example of com¬ 
bined rapidity and accuracy known to 
the publishing world—a work which 
keeps presses running twenty-four 
hours In'the day for several days be¬ 
fore each issue, which depends upon the 
most careful system In an industry that 
owes its whole efficiency to system. 
Getting out big editions of popular 
novels or school geographies is said to 
be mere child's ploy compared with the 
task of issuing telephone directories in 
our larger centers of population. 

The necessity for extreme accuracy In 
making subscribers' books is apparent. 
For many years the management of the 
Bell system, w’hlch now is up against 
the work of providing books for nearly 
2,000.000 of patrons, has been gradually 
building up a comprehensive and thor¬ 
ough plan of record. The result is that 
directories can be issued In every center 
of popul&tipn with the finished work¬ 
manship that belongs to the higher 
forms of book publishing and the in* 
cluslveness that characterize the pub¬ 
lication of dally new’spaj>er8. 

The telephone directory is. of cours» a 
particularly shifting compilation. A 
new* one Is issued every throe mornhs 
The number of subscribers who have 
been enrolled In this period Is sure to be 
Urge, for ve are In the midst of an era 
of telephone development. At th#? same 
time tome subscriber* have discontinue^ 
the sendee, and still others have had 
their telephone stations moved from one 
address to Another. Firms arid firms* 
names are conatanUy altering. Further¬ 
more, extensive change* must occasion¬ 
ally be m*de because of a rearrang - 
meni of lines and switchboards. Finally, 
sometime* through the earelew.eo^ Af 
a sol lei tor or other employe, but more 
often tlirough the bad handwriting of 
a prospective subscriber, a mitr.'ake is 
made in a name which ha* to be altered 
In a later compilation.

Expert Cataloguers. 

At the central office of each of the 
large companies of the Beil system one 
find* a department of cataloguing and 
publication in which a company of 
t rained experts give their whole time 
and attention to bringing ou: the tele¬ 
phone book* every ninety days- This 
depart merit Is the cleinng-houee for the 
business of a whoie district. Ee ry 
subscriber In tbe territory is represent¬ 
ed. ncut onjy in the laoal and general 
directories of the company, but also in 
the great card catalogue which serves 
as a cheek upon the work of monagers, 
compilers and proofrc id^r*. The ex¬ 
pert cataloguers r**C4>rd the names and 
numbers of new feubscTlbsr*. changes in 
number* and name* and discontinu¬ 
ances of sendee. 

That operators at local exchanges 
may be immediately informed of 
chang- j. there Is an ingenious system 
by whch the switchboard itself is made 
to give notice. Ping? of nonconduct¬ 
ing materials and of different colors, 
when Inserted in the switch-sockets 
on the face of the switchboard. Indi¬ 
cate io the hello gltl* that telephones 
have l>cen discontinued, removed from 
one place to another or subjected to 
otlier changes. In the case of party 
lines, where several Instruments are 
connected with the same pair of wires, 
It 1*. of cours". Impracticable to use 
the plug which (His the switch-socket, 
.^o there is employed jn such instance* 
an equally ingenious system consist¬ 
ing of dots of different color* placed 
about th« socket or Jack, those refer- 
rmg to the different telephones on the 
line being in dlffer?nt positions In ref¬ 
erence to the switch-socket.

Each man<ager,of a telephone office 
reports to the cataloguing department 
of the company* once a week all 
< h&nges in its list of subscribers, and 
for the correctness of such notifications 
he is held strictly responalble. The 
cards on which names an® written ere 
required to be a model of painstaking 
accuracy. About nothing are people 
more pa tTieular—naturally enough — 
than sbout the spelling of their name*. 
KvWy effort 1ms to be made to avoid 
complaints and not to put the com¬ 
pany to the expense of unnecessary*’ al¬ 
terations. 

After the card of notification has 
reached the cataloguing department Its 
contents are recorded In the general 
card catalogue, which serves as an ef¬ 
fective check not only upon the work of 
publication but upon the accuracy of 
the local management. Thus. If the 
name of a subscriber should by mis¬ 
take have been assigned a number 
which already was taken by some other 
subscriber, the mistake will Immedi¬ 
ately be noted when the subscriber's 
card Is put Into the catalogue. If, for 
example, a filing clerk takes down the 
name of John Smith, with the number 
314-4, and there is atready on the list of 
the company William Jones, of the 
same place, with the number 314-4. the 
duplication Is Immediately noted and 
the error corrected. 

Besides being entered on the card 
catalogue the changes are immediately 
recorded on the proof sheets for the 
next book. In other words, the prepara¬ 
tion at "copy" for the printer goes on 
dully throughout ! he period. The alter¬ 
ations are Indicated very legibly In red 
Ink and the number of them to a page 
is often startling. In the case of the 
New’ York Telephone Company*, where 
about 18.000 new Instruments are put 
in position In a single period of three 
months and the discontinuances and 
other changes In the service reach a to¬ 
tal about as largt\ the proof sheets of 
the new book will bear considerably 
more than 30,000 red lines.

It fs the experience of telephone man¬ 
agers that subscribers generally con¬ 
tinue the service j*ear after year, but 
as people move from place to place 
some time frequently elapses between 
the removal and replacing of tele¬ 
phones, ami In tjuch cAaea dames are 
stricken from one edition of the di¬ 
rectory and reinserted in a succeed¬ 
ing Issue.

True, these proof 
sheets have been read with more thaii 
ordinary CAre by the proof-readers, and 
are usually In such shape that very lit¬ 
tle of w hat has been set up needs cor¬ 
rection. hut before they go back to the 
printer they sre once more interlined 
with red lines representing nil the 
names that have coine in In the In¬ 
terim. These have to be added up to 
the very latest moment possible. As 
the work is done In sections It is an in¬ 
teresting fact that the names at the 
lower end of the alphabet may get Into 
one directory at a little later date than 
the As. Bs or Fs. E very' effort Is made 
to make c^ach directory as Inclusive and 
as nearly up to date as is humanly 
possible. 

Once the directory Is on the press it 
is run off night xind day. Nothing is 
allowed to interfere with the book's 
coming out on time, for It Is the law of 
the Medea and Persians in the offices 
of the various companies that sub¬ 
scribers must not only have their di¬ 
rectories right, but must have them on 
the date when they are scheduled to 
appeAr.

Scores of men. employed as detec¬ 
tives. guards and watchmen, are con¬ 
stantly on the alert for the baggage 
thief Some of thidr methods of pre¬ 
vention and defection are unique, but 
they are forbidden to talk about many 
of these things, fqr the keynote of their 
work 1* secrecy. 

The smallest and most common thief 
to be found around the depot Is the one 
who watches for the chance to pick up 
a suit case or valise while the owner 
Is temporarily away from It. And It 
really seems as though the traveling 
public wished to give him every oppor¬ 
tunity to ply hls trade, for people will 
deposit a valise on a seat or near a 
pillar and then go away for ns much 
os an hour or so. firm hi their faith 
that they will see It again on their re¬ 
turn. 

Sometimes they find It there when 
they come back, but often it is con¬ 
spicuous by its absence.

How the Thief Works. 

The valise thief watches the nwm or 
w>oman whose valise he feels b* need*, 
upon the theory that some time or other 
the parson will leave It for a little while. 
His opportunity corner at last the 
ow*ner put* it down and goes to pur- 
chfise a ticket or buy a mjgazlne to 
read on the Journey. 

The thief saunters up to the valise, 
takes a quick glance around to see that 
the owner Is not returning, draws out 
his watch, plcka up the valise an l with 
waitch In one hand and valise In the 
other make* a hurried exit from the 
depot.

Nobodj' can fail to remartt the eloee 
resemblance between this and the 
Htiittbttf't t^ase in their ©seeRitial feat- 
uresi In both there was a pretended 
ocAieetion of securitlew, withheld for 
pruden/tlal realms from genera! in¬ 
spection, and in each these fake se¬ 
curities were made the basis of a 
vast credit. Madame Humbert had 
her securities, ®o she said, in a safe. 
Mrs. Ohadwick hud hers In a box. In 
both Instances they Iwere opened In 
consequence of legra-l proceedings. At 
this point there Is a divergence. Mad¬ 
ame Humbert’s* safe contained'uo se¬ 
curities, but did contain a collar but¬ 
ton. which had some value, howetver 
small. Mrs. Chadwick’s box contained 
pretended securities. suiU to be of no 
value whatever. But at all events Mrs, 
Chadwick had something to show 
which made an apparent basis for 
credit. tMadame Humbert may have 
had securities in her possession *at 
times for exhUbllion purposes, but they 
were not there when the safe was 
opened. 

This resemblance between the two 
cases seems Uo Indicate tha't Mrs 
Ohadwick had taken a leaf mu of Mad* 
a me Humbert’* book. It Is, therefore, 
an Interesting inquiry* whether the 
Chadwick fake securities were in ex¬ 
istence before the Humbert case be¬ 
came public. If they were not, then 
•Mrs. Chadw ick must have got her plan 
from reading the Humbert qaiw*. But 
if her plan- was perfected before the 
Humbert va^e became kr.ow*n, we have 
the remarkable coincidence than the 
daughter of a French pedant and the 
daughter of a Canadian laborer Inde¬ 
pendently felt upon substantially 
the same plan for obtaining loans, and 
each victimized a number of bankers, 
other money-lenders and many able 
lawyers Madame Humbert’s opera 
ttonts were on a larger scale and ex¬ 
tended over a longer time, but she 
hud able assistance, and her plan 
In Its details was more ingenious and 
elaborate. But In either case the whole 
scheme of deception wmuld have been 
defeated at once had the greart finan¬ 
ciers who were fooled by it adapted the 
simple rule of refusing to buy a pig 
in a poke. The demand for a show¬ 
down would have prevented either ad¬ 
venturess from borrowing a dollar. 

None of the people who were &«ked 
to make Immense loans to Mrs. Chad¬ 
wick seems to have had afiy curiosity 
to know* anything of her past or to 
insist on an explanation why a woman 
with an annual income of three-quar¬ 
ters of a million dollars should require 
suuh extensive loans. If, however, we 
assume that they knew of the prodi¬ 
gality with which Mrs. Ohadwick was 
buying jewelry, grand pianos and other 
costly* furniture and Fquanderlng mon¬ 
ey In travel, and that was an ad¬ 
ditional reason why the financiers 
should have been induced to inquire 
Into the genuineness of the securities. 
Unusual pain's were taken to verify the 
signature of Iri Reynold®, the custo¬ 
dian of her securities, but nobody* ven- 
tured to ask Mr. Carnegie as to the 
genuineness of his sigma lure. Thus 
these trained financiers got into trou¬ 
ble by neglecting the v*ry* elementary* 
principles of business. The very fact 
•that they 1 w*ere asked not to try to 
verify the signature to these papers 
ought to have caused them to refuse 
to part with a dollar until all doubts 
w*ere set at rest. 

The less:on of all this Is frightfully 
stale and commonplace. In business 
mystery is usually a badge of 
fraud, and the man who Is asked to 
part with money should Insist on plain 
andl straightforward dealing. But all 
that ha* been known for thousands of 
years, yet new victims are constantly 
made by disregarding the plainest dic¬ 
tates of common sense. 


they could learn from America free self- 
government “In choosing our hlgliest 
official and in taking back his commis¬ 
sion after a fixed period. There is no 
need of a law In the United States 
against arbitrary encroachments on 
popular rights. The most loyal German 
can learn from the exchange of tele¬ 
grams that there is nothing absolutely 
fixed in political and social order, that 
Germany’s mixed, undeveloped, slavish 
political condition cannot last forever 
and that the German people finally are 
marching toward freer conditions." 

Such pronounced expressions in favor 
of a republican form of government 
and in condemnation of existing con¬ 
ditions were supplemented by an equal¬ 
ly strong arraignment of the ministe¬ 
rial attitude of sympathy for Russia. 
He expressed amazement that Count 
von Buelow, the Chancellor, should In 
his speech have characterized the strug¬ 
gle against Russian despotism a crime, 
adding: “It is only explicable through 
our deep-seated subservience and sub¬ 
jection to Russia.” He repelled the In¬ 
sinuation that the Socialists wished 
Germany to Interfere In the war and 
demanded neutrality, not formal, but 
actualv He declared that it would be 
a crime to advise Germans to lend 
money to Russia and that It would be a 
breach of neutrality If the new* Russian 
fleet were allowed to be built In Ger¬ 
many. 

These are fair specimens of the tem¬ 
per and trend of Vollmar’s speech, 
which was pitched In a strong repub¬ 
lican key and in condemnation of the 
sympathetic alliance between Ger¬ 
many and Russia as against Japan. It 
was sufficiently elevated in tone to lift 
It above the level of a mereUy populistic 
tirade, and the earnestness with which 
It wits received by both sides indicated 
not only that he had the sympathy of 
a strong minority of the Reichstag, but 
respectful consideration from the Im¬ 
perial majority. It has been noted that 
the Emperor has of late been much 
more conservative in the expression o? 
his sympathy with Russia ns indicated 
by both his acts and utterances than he 
was at the beginning of the war. This 
has been attributed in great part to the 
relations of amity between France and 
Russia. But it is reasonable to 
give chief credit for this con¬ 
dition of affairs to the undis¬ 
guised altitude of such men as 
Vollmar and their strong following an¬ 
tagonistic to Russia and friendly to 
Japan. 

This feeling has lately been strength¬ 
ened by the popular movement In Rus¬ 
sia for a nearer approach to a consti¬ 
tutional form of government through 
the Zemstvos conferences. With such 
sympathy between correlative elements 
In the two countries, taken In connec¬ 
tion with the loss of prestige In the war 
by Russia, any serfous revolutionary 
movement In that country would have 
a dangerous reflex influence upon Ger¬ 
many. The border provinces of Rus¬ 
sia upon the German frontier would be 
among the first to act. and this would 
necessarily produce a sympathetic ef¬ 
fect npon the Socialistic and Repub¬ 
lican elements in the Kaiser’s terri¬ 
tory. Hence, while the demonstrations 
so far have been entirely orderly and 
with no indications of revolutionary 
outbreak being imminent, there must 
be accorded to them a certain re¬ 
straining Influence upon the port both 
of the Czar and the Emperor of Ger¬ 
many. Such popular manifestations as 
have been made In both empires have 
been received with a tolerance and 
consideration worthy of note as Indi¬ 
cating a marked advance both In the 
attitude of the rulers to their protest¬ 
ing subjects and In the intelligent 
plane assumed by the latter. 


sary to adopt a system that will not 
debase the position of the whites to the 
level of the natives. There are whites 
that need work on the same terms as 
the natives, but this Is undesirable. The 
whites must only be employed as mas¬ 
ters or supervisors. Educated or skill¬ 
ed labor can only be used when the 
material prosperity of the country Is 
on the way to being developed, and to 
reach this condition It Is necessary to 
employ native or similar (Chinese) la¬ 
bor. at a rate which makes It possible 
to develop the low-grade mines. 

This is, briefly, the case of the ad¬ 
vocates of Chinese labor. On the other 
side. It Is said that the Transvaal gold 
is in ore of low grade. Some of fhe 
mines could not be worked if good 
wages were paid, while In others the 
abnormal profits would be diminished. 
Before them black laborers were em¬ 
ployed, and one of the charges against 
the Kruger Government was the Im¬ 
pediments placed In the way of making 
the blacks work at low wages. After 
the war the mine owners tried to Induce 
the British Government to force the 
blacks to work for a pittance by in¬ 
creasing their taxes. When this fail¬ 
ed, Chinese laborers were Introduced. 
They work for a shilling a day, cure 
k*?pt In confinement like slaves, and 
are to be sent back at tne end of their 
term. Necessity Is pleaded for this, 
but It Is denied. In other countries 
where low-grade mutes do not pay at 
fair w*ages. they are not worked. There 
are many cool mines in Great Britain 
tying Idle because they cannot be work¬ 
ed at a profit. Many gold mines in 
the United Bta-tes are not worked for a 
similar reason. It Is urged that It is 
not necessary to Introduce a different 
system in South Africa. 

In reply to the contention that the 
prosperity of the whole of South Africa 
is dependent on the working of the 
Rand mines, it is urged that according 
to the estimates the supply of told 
there will not last beyond twenty-five 
years-t So it is a temporary industry 
and there Is no reason to sacrifice 
everything else to make the mine own¬ 
ers prosperous. The great fortunes 
made there have not generally been 
made by mining, but by the sale of 
mining securities. What some have 
made In this way, others, mainly small 
investors, have lost. Besides, it Is a 
mistake to suppose that a country 
profits chiefly from goUd and silver 
mines; Iron and coal are far 
more useful in the development of 
resources. It has been calculated by 
some that every dollar of the precious 
metals Is obtained at an average cost 
of a dollar and a half. This is be¬ 
cause where one gold mine pays 
enormously there are a dozen that do 
not pay at all. When Spain owned all 
the gold and silver mines In South and 
Central America she became almost 
bankrupt In Lancashire. England, 
where there are no gold mines, there 
has been an enormous development of 
wealth. Hencd it is predicted that 
when the Liberals get Into power In 
Great Britain there will be an end of 
the Chinese labor In the Transvaal. 

So far as influencing public opinion 
In Great Britain Is concerned/ the op¬ 
ponents of Chinese labor have decided¬ 
ly the best of It. But the party In 
power means to hold on as long as pos¬ 
sible, and a dissolution of Parliament 
Is not yet In sight.

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Growth of a More Tolerant Spirit. 

Notwithstanding the autocratic b»>*ir- 
Ing of Emperor WllMam of Germany 
In many of his acts and sayings, there 
is far more liberty of speech In the 
German Parliament than w*ouid be In¬ 
ferred from the law of lese majeste 
•which Is practfoally enforced upon occa¬ 
sions outside of It. In the Reichstag 
lately Wollmar, a leading So 
» inllKt, made some very sharp criticisms 
upon both the foreign policy of the Q*>v- 
ernment and individual acts of the Em¬ 
peror which have excited wide comment 
at the latitude of debrite and the toler- 
aa to the latitude of debate 
and the tolerance with which 
were received on the Right, or 
administration side, of the Chamber. 
He distrusted recent telegrams of the 
Emperor, and especially that to Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt congratulating him on 
his election, laying stress on the fact 
that he did not address the latter per¬ 
sonally, but exprqs^ed his admiration 
for the United States. The Socialists, 
he avowed, did not by any means ?e^- 
their Ideal in American conditions, re¬ 
publican capitalism being no better 


The Rand Gold Mines. 

The gold mines of the Wltwatersnnd 
In the Transvaal had produced up to 
October 31, 1904, the sum of £121.409,- 
008, or. In our money, approximately 
$000,000,000. It marks a very Important 
addition to the ivorld's stock of gold. 
This began In 1884 with an output val¬ 
ued at $50,000. The next year the yield 
was but $30,000. In 1886 It went up to 
$175,000, and in 1888 It began to be reck¬ 
oned in millions, reaching over $4,700,- 
000 In that year. It went on In- 
increasing until In 1899 the output was 
about $75,000,000. Then came the Boer 
war and the virtual suspension of min¬ 
ing. In 1902 the production had risen 
again to $35,000,000. and In 1903 it was 
about $60,000,000. Iti the ten months of 
this year, ending October 31, the out¬ 
put yras about $63,000,000. The Rand 
mines have become a political issue in 
Great Britain. The introduction of 
Chinese labor there is denounced by the 
opponents of the Government as a 
modified form of slavery. At the by¬ 
elect Ion for members of parliament to 
fill vacancies which are of frequent 
occurrence in England, this point has 
been vigorously pressed. These elections 
have gone uniformly against the Gov¬ 
ernment. That Is to say. while the 
dominant party has not lost all of them 
it has lost In most cases, and In others 
has won by a greatly reduced majority. 
The friends of the Government say that 
this is due to misrepresentation; that 
the voters have been misled by false 
stories and have failed to appreciate 
the beneficence of the Government 
mining policy In South Africa. There 
are now some 23,000 Chinese laborers In 
the Transvaal, and It Is represented 
that they are well nn<f in the main 
happy, though It Is admitted that some 
of the laborers are unruly and are giv¬ 
ing trouble. This Is attributed to the 
circumstance that they have been 
treated too kindly, and severe punish¬ 
ment has been found necessary. It is 
argued that the introduction of cheap 
labor in the mines is undesirable. In 
«uuth Africa, say the partisans of the 
Government, there are seven million 
natives, who stand to the whites In 
proportion to seven to one. The native 
Is the accepted unit of all manner of 
labor. Hence, they say, It Is neces- 


The isle of Pines, which lies adjacent 
to the southwestern coast of Cuba and 
at one time was expected to become the 
property of the United States, will most 
probably be permanently restored to 
Culba. A majority of the members of 
the Foreign Relations Committee Is 
said to favor the ratification of a pend¬ 
ing treaty which proposes to relinquish 
pt>s«*apinti of It. as It was only taken 
by the United States under the treaty 
of Paris with the understanding that 
the status would be definitely deter¬ 
mined after the terms of peace betweejh 
this country and Spain had been finally 
carried out. This will disappoint many 
exploiters from this country who have 
been hoping it would remain one of our 
Insular posessions. There Is nothing ex¬ 
cept its agricultural advantages which 
makes It specially desirable, and the 
readiness with which Cuba conceded 
valuable strategic harbors to this coun¬ 
try renders its reconveyance an appro¬ 
priate recognition of this service. 


“I -especially commend to your imme 
diuiL* attenthmtheencouragenient of our 
merchant marine by appropriate legis. 
kution." Thus speak* *the President In 
his message, and that is all he has to 
say on the subject. Th re are many 
schemes by which the merchant marine 
may be *’encouraged." but as devised by 
the Republicans they all involve the ex¬ 
action of tribute from many people in 
order to pay It to a few. The President, 
while approving the proposition to en¬ 
courage the merchant raarlm* declines 
to commit hinwelf openly to any of the 
plans for encouraging It. On occasions 
when he ohoo>*es to c-xdrcise it Mr. 
Roosevelt’s agility as a side-stepper Is 
not rhe least notable of his accomplish¬ 
ments. 

There ought to be n6 hesitation on the 
part of the Inaugural Committee In ex¬ 
tending a forma! Invitation to the Gov¬ 
ernor of Mississippi, along with the 
Governors of the other Skates, to be 
present at the Inauguration of the 
President next March. T*lie invitation 
is to the Governor of the State and not 
to the man who holds the office. If 
Vardanian chooses to make an ass of 
himself again, It will be regarded as 
merely a matter of course, with possi¬ 
bility of injury to no one except him¬ 
self.

"Brazil admits ail electrical machinery 
fre* of duty, to encourage the orgaifiZA 
tlon of electrical companies of all kinds, 
for wo Brazilians know the Immense ip 
dust rial ail vantage of electricity and the 
increased business which Its use will 
bring,” said A. Ida Costa Couto, C. E.. of 
Rio Janeiro, who was at the Galt House 
yesterday. Ho Is one of the Brazilian, 
commissioners to the World’s Fair In St 
Louis and Is now on his way to that city 
after a business trip to New Orlca-ns, 
where ho wont to consult with one of tho 
hdgh officials of Brazil. 

Mr. Couto is a native BraztHon and Is 
finely educated, speaking four languages 
with fluency and English with some dlffl 
cully. Hr lias Attempted to speak 
English but six month*, but In that short 
time has gained a vocabulary which Is 
sufficient for general conversation. Ho is 
a c-vll engineer ahd holds a responsible 
position with th© Government of Brazil 
Mr. Couto was greatly pleased with the 
exposition at St. Louia and had many 
compliments for tho Kentucky building. 
Ho was <*on)m1»k>ner of the electrical dlS' 
play which was one of the main features 
of the Brazilian exhibit, and Is thorough 
ly familiar with electricity and the appli¬ 
ance* for Its production and trarumilesion 
Ejectrlclty Is In its Infancy In Brazil 
at tho present time," he said, "but many 
plants are being installed In ail parts of 
the country and more companies are com¬ 
ing in from tho outside and being formed 
at home. The Government encourages the 
formation of companies which are to 
manufacture electricity, and for this rea¬ 
son admits free the machinery. Most of 
it comes from the United States, although 
some Is shipped In from Germany. Water 
power Is plentiful ar.d this Is used largely 
In the generation of tho electrical cur¬ 
rents. Several cities are now lighted by 
electricity and Its use will soon be aa 
get.oral as It Is In this country. Tho over- 
lam! telegraph lines belong to tho Gov¬ 
ernment and give excellent service, while 
tho cables connecting with Europe and 
tho United States are owned by private 
componlt*. We have plenty of telephone 
exchongvs. 1 have been making a study 
of electricity In tlris country and will take 
back some valuable Ideas with me. 1 will 
be In Louisville for several duys."

PRESENT DANGER TO CITIES. 


J>R. BBXNEY SAYS BAPTISM 
MEANS IMMERSION. 


DR. DAWES ON &0NEY POWER. 


The Rev. H. G. Ogden preached the 
third of a series of sermons on the life 
of Absalom, the son of David, especial¬ 
ly to young men. at Trinity Methodist 
church last night. The political side of 
Absalom's character was taken up, and 
Mr. Ogden made a striking comparison 
between the methods of political cor¬ 
ruption in that day and this. 

Mr. Ogden spoke In part as follows: 

"The degeneracy of Absalom's char¬ 
acter could be definitely seen in this 
last step toward degradation. As a 
dude he Is entirely self-centered, but is 
not essentially harmful to any save 
himself. As a daredevil he wrecks a 
friend's property and endangers lift*, 
but in this place, as the Ingrate and 
plotter, he undermines and seeks to 
destroy his father's kingdom—his fa¬ 
ther always forgiving and counting him 
his favorite son. God only could save 
Absalom at this time, but he refused to 
turn and find a Saviour. He was no 
doubt vindicating his actions by evi¬ 
dence of the great success that had at¬ 
tended his previous plotting. 

“Like man^ another, he thought that 
outward success argued righteousness 
of life. The characteristics of Absa¬ 
lom as the plotter w*ere the character¬ 
istics of the modem politician. He 
made a great show of himself in public 
places, and by coddling the naturally 
discordant elements gathered about him 
a great company already disposed to 
disloyalty. He did this through the wily 
tricks of the ward heeler; he flattered 
them, declared himself their friend, de¬ 
clared that ho would bring swift settle¬ 
ment of their claims, and when they 
would do him honor he refused It, and 
Instead put his arms about them and 
kissed them. 

"It is easy to condemn Absalom, but 
before we add to the pyramid of stones 
already lifted high over his grave, let 
us ask how far our own community Is 
from similar corruption. 

"The crime of Absalom against his fa¬ 
ther and the Jewish State is akin In 
the republic to the crime of interfering 
with the suffrage of the people. Make 
such restriction as you will, but when 
the rights of the voters have been fix¬ 
ed, then an hpnest ballot and an honest 
count must be Insisted upon. The man 
who Interferes is the Absalom of his 
time. If there be one danger above an¬ 
other In Louisville it is the danger to 
our courts. Administration and legis¬ 
lation may both be rotten, but a right 
judiciary gives stable anchorage. If the 
courts are in the hands of any man or 
set of men who use them for political 
or private purposes, the greatest possi¬ 
ble menace to the civic life or Louis¬ 
ville Is upon us. Nor must we fail t6 
say that the man, high or low, rich or 
poor, buyer or seller, w'ho receives or 
gives money for a ballot, is Injecting 
into the veins of the body politic a 
cumulative poison wffilch endangers its 
life and would hasten its death." 

WEALTH AND WEAKNESS. 

The Rev. B. A. Dawes Makes Some 
Observations on the Money Power. 

The Rev. B. A. Dawes preached last 
night upon "Wealth and Weakness," 
showing how wealth may be a power for 
good or ill In the world. 

"Wealth carries a certain dignity and 
pow'er with it," said Mr. Dawes,."but 
it also has Its drawbacks In a large 
measure. The very rich man has more 
difficulty In gaining salvation than the 
poor man, or man of moderate means, 
for the reason that great wealth makes 
him harder to approach, and throws so¬ 
cial barriers around him that prevent 
the minister of the goBpei from getting 
Into close touch w ith him. 

"Wealth buys knowledge and power, 
that rightly used w ill make for the bet¬ 
terment of mankind, but should not be 
regarded as all-powerfkl. Characters 
that are not strong suffer greatly from 
the possession of wealth, and a reason 
why wealth and weakness are closely 
associated 13 that weakness Is more eas¬ 
ily observed, and does greater damage 
when accompanied by great riches." 

Said Mr. Dawes; "Wealth is weak it¬ 
self, in that it Is unstable, it has been 
said that all of the wealth of this no¬ 
tion passes through the Probate Courts 
in each thirty-flve years. 

"The perplexities occasioned by the 
possession of much money are other 
drawbacks to wealth," said the speaker, 
"for money neither preserves life nor 
health, and cannot buy love." The man 
whose brain is busily scheming from 
one day’s end until another how he 
shall Invest his surplus income knows 
little peace or contentment. 

"But it is impossible," y aid I>r. 
Dawes, "for the world to progress with¬ 
out money; the position this republic 
now' holds is due largely to its money 
power, and there is no danger In money 
W'hen It la in the hands of a strong 
man. 

"Without unjust laws It is almost im¬ 
possible for any family to preserve Its 
fortune for more than two gerterations.*’ 
said Mr. Dawes, "and it has been 
shewn that no family of groat wealth 
at the time of the Revolution has a 
wealthy descendant. 

"No one should grieve or pine for 
riches, for St. Luke said. 'A man's life 
conslstcth not in the abundance of the 
things he possesseth.* "

He did not express 
an opinion either In favor of or against 
the proposition, hut carefully avoided 
committing himself in any way on 
either side.

In announcing that he had selected 
as the topic for his sermon last night 
"The Power of Organized Womanhood" 
Dr. Powell said this had no reference 
to the i.TOj/osed sole rrf the church, and 
that he hud selected this subject before 
the question ever came up. When he 
made this explanation there was a 
smile on the faces of the entire con¬ 
gregation, for frt was well known that 
the women of the church Iihvc opposed 
the sele of the present property, and It 
Is generally considered that the action 
takn by ihem resulted in the question 
not being submitted to the congrega¬ 
tion at the services yesterday morning. 

Dr. Powell sild a meeting of the trus¬ 
tee* of the church had been held before 
the services begun, and It had been de¬ 
termined not -to submit the proposition 
to the congregation nt the present time. 
He then explained that the congrega¬ 
tion is united, und that the decision 
with regard to the sale of the church 
will not in any way affect this unity. 
Continuing. Dr. Powell said: 

• • • 

Dr. Powell’s Statement. 

"It is Inconceivable nnd absolutely 
unimaginable that the men interested 
In thi* question are actuated by any 
other motives than the good of the 
church. I want it distinctly understood 
that ail are working toward this one 
end, and that every man Is doing what 
he honestly believes Is for the best in¬ 
terests and best good of the church.If, 
when the question Is finally decided, 
the church Is not to be sold those who 
now favor the sale will not be in the 
minority. They will he with the ma¬ 
jority, and ..will readily acquiesce in the 
decision. On the other hand, if the 
church is sold those who now onpo«e 
the sale will fall in. und the church will 
still be united solidly as It Is now. It 
is merely h difference of personal opin¬ 
ion on a subject which deeply concerns 
the welfare of the church." 

The question of the sale of the church 
was not mentioned again during the 
morning service, and it is now resting 
where it was several days ago. when 
it was determined not to submit the 
proposition to th- congregation on yes¬ 
terday. A meeting of th** elders and 
deacons of the church may be called 
some time during the next two weeks 
to consider the advisability of putting 
the question to n vote of the church 
member* and it is not definitely and 
finally settled that the church will not 
be sold. * 


Logan C. Murray, who w'ent to Wash¬ 
ington a few days ago, has returned 
to LoulsvlUe more confident than ever 
that West Point will eventually be se¬ 
lected by the Government as a perma¬ 
nent army post site. He is aJso confi¬ 
dent that Pres ident Roosevelt will In¬ 
clude Louisville in his Itinerary when h* 
takes his »>uthern trip next spring. Mr. 
Murray, who called upon the Presi¬ 
dent last Thursday, together with Sen¬ 
ators J. 13. McCreary, J. C. 8. Black- 
bum. Congressman Swager Sherley and 
John W. Yerk^s, is highly elated over 
the assurances both for the visit of the 
President and for the .«,rmy post pro¬ 
ject, of which he has been an untiring 
champion since the matter was taken 
up a year ago. / 

"Our visit to President Roosevelt wo® 
a most pleasant one," said Mr. Murray. 
"He fixed the date of the conference 
himself, while X selected the members 
of the committee after reaching Wash¬ 
ington. We were given a hearing by 
President Roosevelt, who treated us 
with all consideration ar.d cordiality. 
Though he Informed us that he could 

assured us that he would, if possible, 
pay our city a visit. He thought it 
would be on his return trip, however. 
He said he expected to visit San An¬ 
tonio. where he will attend a reunion 

and from there he would go to Roee- 
mond, Ga., his mother’s old home. 

“The President is as yet uncertain 
regarding his Pout hern trip," continued 
Mr. Murray. "He does not know wheth¬ 
er or not an extra session of Congress 
will interfere with his plans, and for 
that reason he has not fully decided 
upon the contemplated trip. I feel sure, 
however, that he will come to Louis¬ 
ville either at the close of hb trip or 
^hen he enter* the South." 

• • • 

Worked For West Point ' 


Mr. Murray says he spent the day 
preceding hi* visit to the President 
in the interest of the West Point army 
post project, during which he discussed 
it with Penator Proctor, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Af¬ 
fairs, and Chairman Hull, of the House 
Committee, and was perfectly eatisfled 
with the situation after talking with 
Them. "I am confident that the bills 
now 1 up for the ccnFlderation of Con¬ 
gress, appropriating fund- for the pur¬ 
chase of four army post sites, will not 
be passed by this Congress." said Mr. 
Murray, "and in that event the field 
will be an open one again. We thought 
that our West Point site had been giv¬ 
en a throw-dowm w'hen it was left out 
of that bill, but I do not believe that 
to be the i'ftee now. If Congress does 
not pass the proposed bill we still have 
a chance and a good one. 

‘In my talk with thope men, though, 
of course, nothing definite was said or 
could be said about What Congress will 
dV> with the bill, my conclusions are 
that it will not appropriate the money 
at this session, and If the bill doe* not 
become a law at this session I believe 
West Point will be in 'he bibl when 
It doe* pass. That Secretary Taft fa¬ 
vors West Point as a permanent army 
post I am sure. He said as much when 
he was in Louisville a few- months ago, 
and this fact, added to other reasons I 
have, lead me to believe we have a 
good chance. 

".While In Washington I made It a 
potnt to place in the hands of many 
Influential men our claim for West 
Point and to leave in Washington data 
showing West Point’s many advant¬ 
ages. We are backed up by Col. Ar¬ 
thur Wagner and other army officers 
In regard to the fitness of the site we 
are offering, and with another fair 
chance lam confident we will win." 

Mr. Murray says that Senator Bkack- 
burn very aptly told President Roose¬ 
velt at parting that If he could not 
make Louisville the gateway of his ad¬ 
vent into the South, that If he made 
his exit through Louisville It would 
certainly leave a "good taste" with him.

water main that supplies all south 
Louisville with water. About 6 o'clock 
the big iron pipe gave way on Breck¬ 
inridge street, near Bear grass creek, 
and in an Instant the water that should 
ootrrse through the big vein to the 
homes of Louisville people was gush¬ 
ing through the breach and wasting 
Lself into the sluggish, fflimy Bear- 
graes. While the water was running 
iivto Beargrass creek the citizens wall¬ 
ed and tore their hair In a vain at¬ 
tempt to coax It into bath tubs, kitchen 
vessels and water coolers. 

A few minutes after the break the 
roar of the sluice of water attracted 
attention of early riser?, and a tele¬ 
phone message notified the Water 
< Vmipany. An emergency crew of work¬ 
men was soon mobilized, gor.gs of fly¬ 
ing emergency wagon* loaded with 
workmen and tools were soon claiming 
right of way along the streets, and all 
were headed for the scene of the break. 
In the meantime the water was cut off 
from the broken pipe, and the work of 
repair was on.

Thawing the Pipes.

ack For more than an hour, however, tht 
^■Jok* was on the citizens, many of 
w ^m whom wer* roused out of a morning 
nap by the commotion about their 
homes when the water supply was cut 
off. Few knew the real cause of the 
trouble, hut nearly all believed the 
.. .temperature had dropped suddenly 
down «omewhere below the zero mark 
and that the pipes were frozen. Those 
who suspected the truth rushed mad'ly 
to the telephone to consult and “cufs“ 
the Water Company, but somehow the 
telephones a-t the Water Company of¬ 
fices* would not work, or were reported 
•'busy** by the exchange, and there re¬ 
mained an air of uncertainty about 
the happening until the repairing was 
done and the even tenor of things was 
restored. After that explanations were 
In order and soon clarified the atmos¬ 
phere.

After the Weather Man. 

While the water was off the Weather 
Bureau was besieged by anxious In¬ 
quiries. each ending with "Why'didn't 
you tell us the weal her would be f*> 
dod-gasted oold?“ When the question¬ 
er* were told that the thermometer 
registered only a degree or two below 
the fr c ezdng point, the weather man 
was told that “his old thermometer 
Is froze up.“ ajtd* that if he couldn’t 
do better he should resign, and’ a hun¬ 
dred and* one other things not alto¬ 
gether pleasant to hear about one’a 
eejf, and ail because a water pipe gave 
way. 

Three hours of hard 1 labor, and that 
in decoration of the Sabbath, was the 
irslf-imposed sentence on members of 
many households, and when at laet 
the water came with a fizz, a spew 
and a gush, hundred* congratulated 
themselves that they had thwarted fate 
and the plumber for once, and there 
were resolutions and resolutions, all 
to the end that, never again would 
the water be left running over night 
through the surface supply pipes.

It ;* also fortunate that the trreak oc¬ 
curred' on Stindi.v imnruirg. or the in- 
gonvenlenee would have been far great¬ 
er. Many of the factories In the eout-h- 
* r n part of the city would have been 
forced to close down until the damage 
was repaired. 

The Water Company does not at¬ 
tempt to expl 3 .iu the break, but said 
it uniat have been camel by the wear 
on the pipes. Fortunately the break 
was near Beargrass creek, and the 
overflow of water found it* way into 
the creek without doing any damage.

A Louisville banker was not busy 
yesterday afternoon, and as he sal In 
his private office, tilting back in his 
chair, he talked about *h« l rain. He 
w r aa In a satisfied mood and his friends 
know he «a* feeling well when he an¬ 
nounced in his original way; That 
reminds me of a story.” This is what 
he told: 

”1 have seen ail kinds of deposits atvJ 
all kinds of depositors, but the other 
day I think 1 ran up against about 
the rarest thing of the kind tha-t ever 
happened.

” ’We are the trustees of the treasury 
of ihe United Sisters or Friendship and 
we want to make a 1 deposition.’ they 
announced. It usually fall* to my let 
to entertain new corporations with In¬ 
tentions of placing fund* In th? bank, 
no I went forward and inet the trustees. 
The one with the money stood in the 
center and the others stood close about 
her in a circle- 

“In whose name do you want it de¬ 
posited 7” I asked. 

“ ‘In nobody’s name. In the name of 
the order,’ they said with one accord 

“ ’But to Whom do you wish to give 
the power to draw It out? That Is, who 
will sign the checks?’ 

“This feature seemed never to have 
occurred to them, but after a short 
consultation they came at me with:

It was not long until he was “re¬ 
minded of another story:” 

“A negro preacher came Into the 
bank one day with a big water bucket 
full of nickels, dimes, buttons, pocket- 
knives and most everything you can 
think of. ‘We had a rally,* he an¬ 
nounced as he approached the recelvV 
Ing teller. He placed the bucket at the 
window and said he wanted to make 
n. deposit. fThe teller looked in the 
bucket and almost fainted. 

“ ‘What do you think I am. a Junk 
dealer?" he said. Take that stuff down 
111 the cellar and sift It/ We sent a 
man dow r n In the basement with the 
negro preacher, and they worked half 
a day counting the peculiar collection 
of coins and wrapping them in pack¬ 
ages of $1 each.”

“It was the day after a national gath¬ 
ering of some order In the city when 1 
walked Into a baxber shop and heard a 
man In a chair ask: 

“ ‘Say. Colonel, do you ever loan 
money on warehouse receipts?’ 

“ ‘All the time,’ I said; ’what do you 
want?* 

“ ‘Well. I'd like to get a lltle loan,' he 
said; ‘I've got a good warehouse receipt 
and want to get In line for some cash/ 

“I never overlook business and I 
walked over to him. He looked up with 
a lathered face and said: 

“ ‘I’ve got a receipt for 8.000 pies and 
I want to borrow something on them 
until the next national meeting. J was 
a little overstocked.' '*

Chicago. Dec. 11.—[Special.]—Devel- 
<n>ni-enLs in. <th± wheat iiad-e in t.he week 
closed yesSendb y are such as to indi¬ 
cate that tlih ‘“big fellows'* are on t'he 
v^rge of a clash among themselves. 
Once the powerful professionals draw 
the sabers the public realizes that its 
•aJfast place is on the fence—the par¬ 
tition that divide? the market. Fol¬ 
lowing his Ion?? bear campaign Valen¬ 
tine Heads of the Armour Interest, 
suddenly became a bull. Then the Wall 
street crowd decided *.h? bear propo¬ 
sition was a good one. Next Valentine 
again Inched and the result was that 
both factions dumped millions of bush¬ 
els of wheat on the market and that 
prices suffered accordingly. 

East Tuesday the market reached Its 
highest for the week, when May for 
a moment touched $1.14. Thun*day it 
was at Its lowest, the same option 
touching $1.09H. Friday it sold again 
as high as $1.1114. 

The trade was the most of the time 
puzzled to find rea?ons for its leaps 
an 1 plunges, for which there could be 
assigned no good cause out-side of The 
individual operations of two or three 
big associated group! of heavy specu¬ 
lators—the ones mentioned. 

Monday the Minneapolis hou«<e that 
sent John Inglis, the well-known crop 
expert. U> Argentina to report on the 
cnr*p of that country, made pubLic the 
substance of what the expert, had 
gathered; which was In effect that Ar¬ 
gentina was threatened with a mis¬ 
fortune similar to what was the chief 
oetwe of the reported scarcity of spring 
wheat here. Ilod, warm weather at 
the beginning of the Argentina, harvest 
was, according to the Inglis import, 
creating black rust, which threatened 
to spread. 

Other reports from that country have 
fu far failed to eubFTtantuate the news 
of any serious Injury having been 
done, and few* want of such corrobora¬ 
tion the conclusion was arrived at that 
if rusn was there it was not of the 
virulent character of the home visita¬ 
tion. That was the cause of much 
subsequent selling, and as the weather 
in the country mentioned was improv¬ 
ing somewhat, anxiety for the Argen¬ 
tina crop gave place to a more con¬ 
centrated attention upon home in¬ 
fluences. 

• It is little more than three months 
since the spring wheat harvest, and it 
cannot be expected that in so short a 
time the scarcity. If there Ik a scarci¬ 
ty. would yet be shown in tine volume 
of their deliveries. In the meantime 
millers In the East. South and Middle 
West are finding difficulties in getting 
an adequate supply of good wheat, the 
price of which keeps well ahead of its 
value In the speculative futures.

Lexington. Ky., Dec. 11.—[Special.]— 
During the past few weeks a great deal 
of new capital has entered the Ken¬ 
tucky and Tennessee oil fields. The 
operations of the new concerns are con¬ 
fined mostly to undeveloped fields, and 
the wild-cat work Is creating the keen¬ 
est fnterest. In the lower fields devel¬ 
opments are taking p! 8 ce in Pulaski 
and Adair counties. In this State, and 
in Fentress county.‘Tennessee, while In 
the upper division Lee county and ad¬ 
joining territory are attracting attention 
by wild-cat operations. In the western 
part of the lower fields there is a re¬ 
vival of the Industry, and outside capi¬ 
tal Is now preparing to make extensive 
tests In Metcalfe county. Older operat¬ 
or? do not appear to be as anxious to 
pu?li the drill as formerly. The face of 
conditions warrants an advance In the 
price of crude oil, and this is what they 
are waiting for. However, new' capital 
more than make? up for any lack of 
interest in that direction, and as an ad¬ 
vance is expected to be forthcoming 
within a few days, there is no cause- 
far kicking.

These strikes make thirty-four 
producers in that tract, some of which 
have not been pumped for several days, 
owing to a scarcity of water. On the 
Dodson farm a it wen ty-fl ve -barrel 
Strike was made In the deep ?and. In 
the Sllclcford division a Tennessee con¬ 
cern got a ten-barreler. Wells in that 
section ore not of the gushing kind, 
but produce a steady amount of oil. 
Wayne county turned out one duster 
during the week. 

Cumberland county shows one strike, 
good for twenty barrels. New develop¬ 
ments are being made fn Cumberland 
county, and the field is being extended. 
Wild-mt operations are under way In 
the Marrowbone creek territory. In 
Pulaski county a Virginian company, 
doing test work on Cllfty creek, got a 
showing of oil last week.

Birmingham. Ala., Dec. 11.—[Special.] 
—The feature of the past week in the 
Southern iron trade has been the In¬ 
auguration of Iron pipe shipments to 
Panama for use In the construction of 
the Isthmian canal. Twenty-five car¬ 
loads of large cast-lion pipe left the 
Bessemer works of 'the United States 
Cast Iron Pipe and Foundry Company 
and a like shipment went from the 
same company's plant at Anniston. 
The pipe goes to Mobile by rail, and 
thence to Panama by boat. The United 
State? Government I? the purchaser, 
and the order is a rush one. but It Is 
so large that several months will be 
required to fill It. 

The price of Southern pig iron con¬ 
tinues to look upward. No. 1 foun¬ 
dry is quoted at $11.25 and some sales 
of No. 2 are being made at $13.75, which 
fs an advance, over a week ago. The 
market Is strong and the demand' ab¬ 
normal. In fact, few sales are being 
made for next year's delivery, as the 
producr® have Hie bffll of reasons, they 
say. to look for a continued advance. 
While shipments are heavy, they are 
for the fulfillment of sales made some 
time ago. Almost all the sales being 
made now a>re to rernoie points. The 
recent announcement that production 
in the country generally Is being rap¬ 
idly Increased did not have the slight¬ 
est depressing effect upon the market 
in this section. There has been prac¬ 
tically ho change In the productive ca¬ 
pacity of Alabama during the past 
several week?, but at least three big 
furnace? are preparing to start up with 
the beginning of the new year. They 
are 'the sixth furnace of the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company’s 
Ensley plant, one of the city furnaces 
of the Rlops-Sheffield Steel and Iron 
Company and the new stack of the 
Woodward Iron <A>mpany. They will 
materially Increase the output of this 
Immediate district, and to thesp fur¬ 
naces will probably te added several 
smaller ones, provided the raw* material 
can be had to supply them.

Corn Receipts Liberal. 


Corn receipts have been liberal and 
the quality of the grain Is still show¬ 
ing progressive Improvement. The lat¬ 
ter feature of the arrivals was Inspir¬ 
ing to the people who were waiting the 
opportunity to do the export trade that 
was offering, and the effect of the lib¬ 
eral movement from first hands was a 
further opening wedge for the foreign 
trade from, the declining tendency of 
prices that was a further Incentive to 
the foreign buyers. 

Business In the pit has been of fair 
dimensions. and both parties in the 
market have found encouragement to 
press their view?. So many hole? had

000.000 bush¬ 
el? or lass had lost their standing in t*he 
trade and nothing was being heard of 
it but an occasional faint protest from 
its chief exponent. Farmers were not 
pressing their crops upon an unwilling 
market, or inclined to make all the use 
they could of the exceptional weather 
for hauling their grain to market. 

With a crop of such dimensions It I? 
not t© be expected that they will lore 
resist the temptation of the current 
prices, and may be even found willing 
to accept a still lower figure when they 
become convinced that high values and 
abundant crops do not usually g 0 to¬

To Stimulate Oil Drilling During the 
Winter Months. 

Toledo, O.. Dec 11.—[Special.]— It will 
take quite an advance in the price of 
crude oil to atlmulate the drill to any 
extent during the cold weather.

The oil found 
at MtH Springs a few months ago la 
arnong the best crude fecund at any 
point in the country. This oil should 
be classed by itself. 

Conditions ore ripe for an advance 
in the prices of credit balances, as the 
surplus stocks are being heavily drawn 
upon, as Is usually the case during the 
winter mouth?. A decline of five cents 
per barrel of low grade Texas crude 
during the week.

Heavy Receipts In Hogs. 


Erne?t W. Hartog and Andre Pauw- 
els, representing tobacco Importers in 
Belgium, are in Louisville looking over 
the tobacco situation with a view to 
reporting back to their firms regarding 
the prices of export tobaccos from the 
tobacco-raising sections of Kentucky. 
Mr. Hartog, who represents the firm of 
Joseph So-eton, one of the leading firm* 
of Antwerp, says his firm will not buy 
heavily of American tobaccos this 
year. 

I find that the prices on Burley to¬ 
bacco this year are prohibitive, so far 
as Importers In our country are com- 
cemed," said Mr. Hanog. "The duly on 
all grades of tobacco Is the same," 'he 
continued, "and It does not pay us to 
buy the better grades of tobacco. The 
prices now prevailing are higher on the 
cheaper grades of both Burley and dark 
tobaccos than we usually pay for :he 
kind of tobaccos we want, and the fact 
iha*t wc have a good supply on hand, 
having bought largely of last year's 
crop, renders It unnecessary for us to 
pay big prices this year. We will not 
go into the market heavily for thl-* 
year's crop. We will, of course, lake 
some tobacco of the class we can se¬ 
cure at prices that will justify us." 

Mr. Hnrtog does not believe th** ex¬ 
port tobacco trade will b* heavy from 
America this year to any foreign port. 
He says the same * onditions prevail cn 
the English market—that they have 
a two-year stock already In the ware¬ 
houses and that they will not pay the 
price? now being asked for American 
tobacco. He believe* the prevailing

This is the greatest migra¬ 
tion of Industry In the United States since the 
earner of gravity of Iran manufacture crossed 
th* Allegheny mountains to establish Itself 
In the West. Th* cotton mills ln Fall River, 
th* grrat*?#rt Now England center, remain 
closed. The men cannot afford to work, for 
the price the maiers can afford to pay. This 
means that other Industries In New England 
can afford to pay better wages than the cot¬ 
ton mills. This cannot continue for long w ith¬ 
out putting tho cotton industry out of exist¬ 
ence. 

Back erf all local and temporary condition* 
that affect th* N*w England mills Is the big 
and enduring fact that the Southern cotton 
mills can manufacture cloth more cheaply than 
they. The high price of raw cotton has been 
great handicap upon the industry every¬ 
where. But In tb* nature of tilings this hand! 
cap would ditappesu* In time with cqualtzaiLn 
of price of raw cotton and cotton cloth. This 
would have, come before now had the handl 
cap affected all mill* alike. But It appears 
that (It* Southern mill* hav« been able to pay 
the Increased price for cotton and still sell 
cloth at th* old price. 

This the New England miilla could not do. 
They have been closed for four months wait¬ 
ing for exhaustion of atock* to put up prices. 
When they tried to open they found no de¬ 
mand for thMr goods at the old price*. There 
ha» been no exhaustion of stock, because the 
Southern mills have been working all the 
time. Th* New England mills cannot sell 
giH*l* nt present price* without reduction of 
wage*, nnd their employe* will not work t^i' 
lower wages. * Shey seem to hav* arrived at a 
fatal ileoiflock 

irf the ‘conditions of th* last few years aro 
to be permanent—and the industrial advant¬ 
age of the Southern mills Krmi to grow 
greater every year—the greatest Industry in 
New England Is doonu-1 to extinction.

The Financier says this week: "Loans of 
the New York clearing-house hanks decreased 
$8,513,500 last week, reflecting In port the ex¬ 
tensive liquidation In the atock market. The 
lean contraction, however, which has been al¬ 
most continuous since the opening of Novem¬ 
ber. has not as yet run its course, the total 
reduction since the date named now’ amounting 
to a little over $uO.OOO.OOO. The current state¬ 
ment ehowa a lose In cash of $1,633,400. which 
Is about three quarters of a million less than 
estimates based on the known movements of 
money The loan contraction wae responsible 
In greater part for the increase of $9,838,100 In 
deposits, but the statement doe* not balance 
closely. Tho reduction in d«pcalts brought the 
required reserve down nearly two and a half 
millions, so that despite the actual loss In 
c*»h the total reserve of the banks stands 
$8t5«.125 higher than a week ago, aggregating 
$9,366,200, or, excluding public deposits, at 
$15,191,700. It Is worthy of remark that, while 
cash In bank has fallen about $16,000,000 in 
a month, the surplus reserve has decreased only 
half a million, revealing the fact that shifting 
of lMan* haa been constant and in large vol¬ 
ume. A noticeable feature of the statement 
was the expansion of $407,600 in circulation, 
due to the action of ono or more banka In 
using tor circulation purposes United State® 
released through the Treasury withdrawals of 
public depualta. The banks loat heavily to 
the subtreasury last week because of transfers 
of currency to New Orleans and Ban Fran¬ 
cisco. but the ordinary tide of money la now 
In this direction, und, while no doubt exist* 
that tho reserves will grow after the opening 
of the year, no very large surplus of Idle 
money b expected. lASt year the excess re- 
servws of the New York banks rose from 
$S.COO.OUO on December 12 to $23,000,000 by 
the middle of January*, and remained prac¬ 
tically at or above that figure until April. The 
New York trust companies, which are prac¬ 
tically doing as much loaning In the New 
York markets as the banks, will make their 
ranii-anuuul reports to the State Banking De¬ 
partment In a little over two weeks, and the 
showing th-y make will do much toward 
clearing up what has been more or less mys¬ 
tifying in the New York banking situation for 
scnvc time."

Friends Distribute Cards Bearing 
Words: “Don’t Pledge Yourself. 
Pflanz For Mayor.” 


Cards bearing the words “Don't pldge 
yourself. Pflanz for aiMyor," have been 
circulated throughout the city during 
the past few days giving the impression 
that John R. Pflanz. the County Jailor, 
intended to become a candidate to suc¬ 
ceed Mayor Charles F. Grainger.

FASTENS TORPEDO TO 

• RAIL FROM TRAIN. 


The members of the police force at 
Princeton, Gibson county, lnd., peti¬ 
tioned the Common Council of that city 
several days ago for an increase of pay 
from $45 to $55 a month, threatening 
to resign If their demands were not ac¬ 
ceded to. The Council met in special 
session, accepted their resignations aurt 
since then the city has been without 
police protection, excepting that af¬ 
forded by T. J. Haley, Chief of Police, 
who has been on duty day and night. 
Capt. Haley made an effort to employ 
other patrolmen, but every one ap¬ 
proached declined to serve at the pay 
offered—$46 a month.

they will hold the city responsible. 
Persons Inclined to drink have been 
having a hilarious time during the last 
few nights, and were only restrained 
from all sorts of mischief by the dis¬ 
position of sober and stalwart citizens 
to protect and care for their own prop¬ 
erty and persons. It is expected that 
the difficulty will be straightened out 
to-day.

Owners of cows In New Albany and 
Floyd county, used for dairy purposes, 
from which the milk consumed in the 
city is obtained, may expect shortly to 
have their herds examined by veter¬ 
inarians in order that the citizens may 
be protected from tuberculosis. As far 
tts known, the disease has not appeared 
among any of these animals, but the 
authorities consider that precautionary 
measures should be taken. 

Within the last few weeks several 
cows owned In that city which were 
apparently healthy, were examined by 
a Doulsvtlte veterinarian, who pro¬ 
nounced them suffering from tubercu¬ 
losis. The owner at once ordered them 
killed and the carcasses destroyed so 
completely that thero could be no dan¬ 
ger of the communication of the dis¬ 
ease. These cows were owned by a pri¬ 
vate cituen. the milk had not been 
used, and the owner had them killed In 
order that there .night be no danger 
whatever arising from them. It has 
been claimed that tuberculosis can be 
communicated by the use of.jrnllk from 
cows so a filleted, and although there 
has been no intimation that the disease 
has appeared among the New Albany 
and Floyd countyniierd*. yet It la con¬ 
sidered that the precaution of having 
them examined Is necessary.

Robert E. Taylor Came To Louisville 
From Maryland and Dies of 
Cancer of the Stomach. 


WILL APPEAR BEFORE INDIANA 
BOARD OF PRISON REFORM. 


Robert E. Taylor, for years a banker 
of Cumberland. Md.. died at the home 
of W. E. Turner, 1608 Cherokee toad, 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning after 
three week*’ illnesa of cancer of the 
stomach. Mr. Taylor resigned hts posi¬ 
tion In Cumberland two months ago 
and removed to Louisville in order to 
entffr business with Mr. Turner as an 
associate in the Southern Pharmacal 
and Chemical Company. He had been 
In ill health since coming to Louisville. 

Mr. Taylor was seized with a hemor¬ 
rhage one week ago yesterday, and 
since that time had been seriously 111, 
From the time he was attacked last 
Sunday he sank rapidly until the end 
yesterday morning. After an examina¬ 
tion. the attending physicians decided 
that his death was caused by cancer of 
the stomach. 

Mr. Taylor wa? fifty-nine years of age 
and unmarried. He was born in Cum¬ 
berland, and grew' up In the banking 
business. In his early youth he be¬ 
came connecded with th^ Second Na¬ 
tional bank of that city and for twenty- 
eight years held the position of teller, 
which he resigned to come to Louis¬ 
ville. Upon arriving in Louisville, he 
became connected with th* Southern 
Pharmacal and Chemical Company, pur¬ 
chasing a third interest In the business 
and holding the position of vice presi¬ 
dent. He is survived by one brother, of 
Washington., lnd. He was also a 
brother of the late Col. Sam Tavlor, of 
the same place.

Ills estimates show that the 
books now being sold for 40 rents 
apiece can be manufactured at the Re¬ 
formatory for About 18 cents. Mr.*

SPARROWS ARE DISAPPEARING. 

I New Albany Citizens Believe the 
Little Birds Are Migrating. 

The New Albany Common Council 
had taken to that city a large mgnber 
of English sparrows many year*-ago, 
believing that they would destroy the 
caterpillars and other insects which at 
that time w*ere working havoc with the 
ahade trees. Since then, while It Is ac¬ 
knowledged that the caterpillar annoy¬ 
ance, has been greatly lessened, it is 
claimed that the pugnacious little birds, 
which have multiplied amazingly, are 
a greater nuisance than the worms. In¬ 
sects, etc. 

During the last few days, however, 
close observers have been remarking 
great diminution In the number of the 
birds. Only a few’ weeks ago they could 
be seen In the streets in every part of 
the city, and apparently as numerous 
as ever. Now' it is remarked that very' 
few are to be seen. Many theories have 
been advanced in regard to the lessen¬ 
ing of the number of these birds, and 
many assert that they must have gone 
south. Indicating the sDeedy coining of 
a winter more-severe .than usual. The 
aparrows are particularly hardy and 
are not classed as migratory birds.
